DELAY FOR THREE YEARS IN 
PAYMENT OF INTIAL 
TRUST FUNDS 


BDMONTON—Aliberta will be paid 
$500,000 in interest annually for three 
years, effective this year, on the'$10,- 
000,000 school land trust fund which 
is to be turned over eventually to 
this province by the Domin‘on. 

Announcement of an agreement 
whereby the Dominion government 
will withhold the fund temporarily 
was made by Premier J. E. Brownlee 
on his return from the interprovincial 
partey at Ottawa. He did not state 
the actual amount to be received by 
this province but for some time it 
has been undenstood that Allberta‘s 
capitaa shane was about $10,000,000. 

Premier Brownlee states that in 
view of the gemeral financial prob- 
tema at present, the Dominion will 
retain the fund for three years while 
‘the province wik be paid interest at 
thee wate of five per cent.

HAS FAMILY - RECORD TIED 
CLOSELY TO DOMINION’S 
PAST HISTORY 

OTTAWA—Possibly one of the 
most intimate links , comiected with 
che life of the present Barl of Bess- 
borouglh, Governor General of Canada 
with this Dominion, ts that the fourth 
sarl was succeeded by his: eldest son 
who -married twice, each time a 
daughter of a Governor-Genera; of 
Oanada. His finst w fe was the daugh 
ter of the Darl of Durham, to whom 
Canada owes so much, and his se- 
cond wifi was the daughter of the 
Juke of Richmond, who died in OCan- 
ada as a result of an animal's bite 
and is. buried in a’ Quebec church. 
Th's wajs the great-uncle of the new 
Governor-General. He had no sons 
and was in tum succeeded by his 
aext. brother and eventually by his 
third brother, the 7th earl. Their 
sister married the Earl of Kerry, eld 
est son of the then Marquis of Lands 
downe and was the aunt of the Mar- 
quis of Landsdowne who was another 
populay Govermor-General. The pre- 
sent Darl of Bessborough’s mother, 
wife of the eighth carl, was a sister 
of the L’beral peer, first Lord Wim- 
borne, 

Few, if any, British titles have a 
pleasamter origin than that of the 
present’ Darl of Bessborough, head of 
lhe Ponsonby family in Ireland. The 
family dates back to the time of 
Cromwely and were in favor during 
the re'gn of Charles II. King George 
1 raised the Ponsonby family to the 
peerage when they took the titles of 
Baron Bessborough and Viscount 
Duncannon, 

The business ability of the present 
Governor-General has been well prov- 
en. He waa third-grade. general 
steadf officer in 1915 and at the end 
of the war was a temporary major 
of the special staff.

OTTAWA—In the words of the bil! 
introduced in the house of commons 
Wednesday by Hon. C. H. Cahan 
secretany of .staitte, the definition of 
Canadian nationality is given as fol- 
lows: ; 

(1) Any pengon borm in Canada. 

(2) Amy person born ou of hiB 
majesty’s dominions whose father, at 
the time of such person/s birth, was 
a Canadian national or possessed all 
the qualifications of a Canadian na- 
tion} as defimed by the ‘act. 

(3) Any natural born British sub- 
ject, who though not born in Canada 
hes Camadian domicile. 

(4) Thewife and minor children 
of any natural-bom British subject 
who themselyes have Canadian domi- 
cite, 

(5) A naturalized British subject 
who has Canadian domicile. 

(6) Toe wife of a naturalized 
British subject who is inchuded, with 
her written consent to his natural za- 
tion, or who married such natural- 
ied British subject subsequent to the 
date jof such cértificate and who her- 
self Canadian domicile. 

(7)\\The minor children of a na- 
tural’ British subject who are in- 
chided in his certificate of naturali- 
zation or who were born subsequent 
of such certificate and who themselv- 
as have Canadian domicile. .
